STORM RUSHES 
ON GULF COAST 


Texas and Louisiana Are 
Menaced by Hurricane. 


Weather Bureau Orders Warn- 
ings Displayed From Pensa- 
cola, Fla., to Point Isabel, 


Texas---The Storm Originated 
in West Indies. 


Washington, September 12.—All indi- 
cations tonight point to the approach 
toward the Louisiana and Texas coast 
of the West Indian hurricane, the edge 
of which was severely felt and caused 
much damage tast Tuesday evening at. 
San Juan, Porto Rico. 

Since it was ° first noted by the 
weather observers in Porto Rico the 
Progress of the tropical disturbance 
has been watched closely by the 
weather experts in Washington, who 
have kept fully advised all interests 
along the gulf coast as to the progress 
of the storm. 

So meager, however, have been the 
‘peports of the disturbance, gwing to it 
being so far away from the observing 
statfons on land, that only a vague 
idea has been had of the proportion of 


the storms. 

Reports from | observing’ stations 
along the gulf coasi made at 8 o'clock 
thié evening. caused the weather bu- 
reau to order storm warnings displayed 
from Pensacola, Fla., to Point Isabel, 
Texas. Winds from the east and 
northeast range from 20 to 24 miles an 
hour at all points On the coast from 
Burrwood, at the south of the Missis- 
sippi river, to Galveston. 

The weather sharps announced that 
the disturbance was centered some dis- 
tance south of the Louisiana coast, 
but just where they could not say. 
Since passing through the Yucatan 
channel on Saturday the storm appar- 
éntliy has taken a more _ northerly 
course, as has been the case in previ- 
ous September storms. Its _ patch 
seems to be very closely the same as 
the West Indian disturbances of Sep- 
fember 24-27, 1906, and September 
36-20, 1909. It is estinvated that its 
progress is about 10 miles an houp 
and a rough approximation of its dis- 
tance from the gulf coast tonight is 
about between 100 and 150 miles.

Montgomery, September 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Development of the Alabama 
River, as signalized by the establish- 
ment of the Merchants’ Barge Line, 
has taken on a new turn with an in- 
vestigation that has been put on foot 
by government engineers stationed at 
Montgomery. This engineering force 
is proposing a through water route all 
the way from Rome, Ga., to Mobile, 
which can be effected by a. careful 
dredging of about 116 miles of the 
Coosa River. 

The valley along the Coosa River ds 
said to be one of the most fertile sec- 
tions of Alabama, and if the efforts 
which the. promoters of the new 
scheme work out successfully, barges 
can be loaded in Rome and promptly 
dispatched on their long journey to 
Alabama’s gulf city. When this end 
is effected, railroad rates through.« 
out this section of the state, it is 
thought, can be compelled within the 
realm of what is thought absolutely 
just. 

The Merchants’ Barge line of Mont- 
gomery will undertake from now on 
to supply all the towns along the Ala- 
bama river with what commodities 
that might be desired, and a regular 
schedule will be maintained. While at 
the present time the line is the owner 
of only one steamer, it is proposed by 
the promoters to purchase another 
steamer at an early ,.moment; and thus 
have one ‘eaving Mobile at a time 
when the other leaVes Montgomery.

Colonel Plaisted was born in Ban- 
gor in 1864. He ran for mayor of 
Augusta five times and won four elec- 
tions. * 

The republican leaders as a rule were 
at a loss tonight to account for their 
overwhelming defeat. The weather 
was perfect. The issues were well un- 
derstood and most of the speakers had 
confined themselves to state matters, 
scarcely mentioning national affairs. 

Governor Fernald’s administration 
was strongly defended against demo- 
cratic criticisms of extravagance. 

Revolt Against “Old Guard.” 

Close political observers, however, 
heard mutterings not loud but deep. 
The so-called “ol@q guard” had to stand 
a lot of party criticism and even the 
leaders were out of harmony with a 
new element, which had begun to man- 
ifest itself, especially in the -western 
part of the state. It was hoped 
among the backers of the administra- 
tion of Governor Fernald that this un- 
rest would subside and much depend- 
ence was placed on the old time loy- 
alty of the farming vote in the back 
counties. 

But, insurgency was in the air. The 
rural voter had been absorbing ideas 
out of the state as well as in it, and 
this was particularly manifested in the 
third district, where Congressman 
Burleigh, with an 18-year record at 
Washington found himself tonight de- 
feated by his old-time opponent, Sam- 
uel W. Gould, of Skowhegan. 

The victory of Daniel J. McGillicuddy. 
of Lewiston, In the second district was 
not sO surprising as Congressman 
John P. Swasey, of Canton, narrowly 
missed defeat in his first election two 
years ago. 

McGillicuddy served two terms as 
mayor of Lewiston, and has been prom- 
inent in party affairs for many years. 

He was chairman of the last state 
convention, and delivereg the battle 
cry of extravagance, which proved one 
of the most effective in the campaign.

Aviator Johnstone Sets New 
Marks for Accuracy, Dura- 
tion and Distance Events. 
Army Officer Shoots at Tar- 
gets From Aeroplane. 


Boston, September 12.—One world's 
record and two American records were 
broken by the flyers at the Harvard- 
Boston aero meet today. Ralph John- 
stone, in a Wright biplane, made new 
marks in accuracy, duration and dis- 
tance events. An achkevement no less 
marvelous was a flight of Claude 
Grahame-White, of England, in which 
he went twice to Boston Light and re- 
turn from the field, a distance of 33 
miles, in 34 minutes 1 1-5 seconds, or 
almost a mile a minute for the entire 
distance, using a Bleriot monoplane. 

Fearing the mark of 40 minutes 1 3-0 
seconds he set last week over this 
course might be bettered, White cov- 
ered the course again today and fin- 
ished his remarkable exhibition of 
speed in front of the grand stand on 
the aviation field, where 35,000 people 
applauded him. 

Target Shooting From Airship. 
“A feature of slightly less interest 
was target shooting from an aeroplane 
with a regulation service rifle by Lieu- 
tenant J. F. Fickel, & sharpshooter. 
The army officer went up with Charles 
F. Willard, who went round and round 
the field while the marksman cracked 
away at targets on the ground, There 


was a large percentage of hits, and 


from an experimental standpoint the 
work was considered highly satisfac- 
tory and valuable. 

Wilbur Wright and Glenn Curtiss 
were again in the air together today, 
and at the same time Charles F, 
Willard and Claude Grahame-White 
were circling the course in various 
events, making four competing aero- 
Planes to be seen at once. Wright wags 
engaged with Brookins in a bomb drop- 
ping contest over the model battleship, 
and with 37 of his 90 allotted bombs, 
he made 77 points, which put the 
Wright camp in the lead in this event, 
which formerly Wright felt to be sé- 
cure with 75 points. 

Taking Up Passengers. 

Claude Grahame-White devoted the 
early part of the flying to taking up 
passengers, carrying George F. Fuller, 
of Worcester: A. W. Lambert, of St. 
Louis, and F. A. Hinchcliffe, of Bos- 
ton, on several laps about the course. 

Johnstone then went up for his dura- 
tion and distance and accuracy marks, 
in all of which he made new records. 

He remained in the air 3 hours 4 
minutes 44 2-5 seconds, which broke 
the American record of Clifford B. Har- 
mon, of New York, by 1 hour 190 
minutes and 30 seconds. On the s&afre 
trip *he covered 97 miles 4,666 feet, 
which is likewise a new American rec- 
ord, bettering Harmon's mark by some 
7 miles. Descending from his long 
journey, Johnstone planted his car al- 
most exactly over the flag in a test 
for accuracy, his seat being but & 
feet 4 inches from the flag, which 
made a new world’s record for accu- 
racy in landing on skids.

In the Lee perjury indictment it 
was charged that weekly meetings are 
held in Chicago, at which the pack- 
ers fix prices and decide how much 
business shall be done by each com- 
pany during the week. 


Inquiry Ended Week Ago. 
The grand jury practically ended its 
inquiry a week ago. that time 
government attorneys have spent their 
time in conferences, at which indict- 
ments were prepared. 

The first federal grand jury inves- 
tigation of the packers begane March 
1905. On WHuly 1, 1906, indictments 
were returned against sixteen indi- 
viduals and five corporations. On De- 
cember 13, 1905, the only trial of the 
packers began. 

This dragged along until July 1, 
1906, when Judge Humphreys gave his 
famous “immunity bath” -to all indi- 
viduals on trial. He declared the de- 
fendants had been compelled to fur- 
nish testimony which resulted in their 
indictment and that the cases against 
them should be dismissed. 

In December, 1908, another federal 
grand jury inquiry was begun. This 
dragged on until April, 1909, when it 
was dropped with no indictments and 
no reasons given. 

To Eliminate Competition. 

The indictment charging the ten 
packing officials with’engaging in a 
combination in restraint ag trade, de- 
clares that the object of the agreement 
is the elimination of competition be- 
tween the Swift, Armour and Morris 
groups of defendants in the purchase 
of live cattle, sheep and hogs and 
also in the sale of fresh meats 
throughout the United States. 

The indictment further declares that 
the method adopted for so doing was 
first to refrain from bidding up the 
price of live stock; second, to agree 
upon a uniform system of figuring the 
cost of meats sent to branch houses, 
wiich resulted in an excessive cost 
being placed upon the merchandise. 

The next step says the indictment, 
was to force managers of branches to 
obtain this price. If any margin less 
than the price was permitted, it wag 
one agreed upon by all of the de- 
fendants.

J. Ogden Armour, head of Armour &

cases come to trial. The true facts 
will then be made known. Misunder- 
‘standings and prejudices have been the 
basis of these atacks. They can and 
will be removed, 

“The present charges involve four 
packing concerns out of $00 that are 
} engaged in interstate packing business 

in the United States. The defendants 

do only about one-third of the packing 

’ business of the entire country. Their 
;}@€ntire profits are not over 2% per 
cent of their total business. This 
; margin of profit is less than that made 
by any other kind of manufacturing 
business in the world. Yet we are at- 
tacked and assailed at all times and 
from all quarters. Even this smat,. 
margin of profit can be made only by 
the strictest economy in the utilization 
of every pcessible by-product. I feel 
that our business ought to be fostered 
and en@ouraged by the entire country, 
rather than be constantly assailed.” 

“The fact that the business has been 
conducted at the very smallest margin 
of profit is itself a demonstration 
tha* no con:bination to depress the cost 
of live stock or to increase the prices 
of fresh meats could have been pos- 
sible. Prejudice has arisen in the 
minds of many on account of the high- 
er cost to the consumer of pork and 
beef products. These higher prices 
are wholly due to the higher cost of 
live stock. This the growers of the 
country Know. During the period of 
these high prices the packers’ profits 
have been even less than the 2% per 
cent margin to which I have already 
referred.”

ground and the stockade property may 
be sold and the proceeds used to estab- 
lish a new system of taking care of 
the city’s garbage and refuse. 
Decision of «che Court. 

After thoroughly considering all the 
evidence in the case, Judge George 
L. Bell Monday granted an injunction 
against the city prohibiting the fur- 
ther use of the west side dumping 
grounds, the order becoming effective 
after 90 days, that period being allow- 
ed in order that the city may make 
arrangements for another dumping 
ground, | 

The order provides that if in the 
meantime the dumping ground on the 
west side is not conducted In as sani- 
tary manner as possibie, the injunction 
becomes immediately effective. 

The judge said in his decision that 
“it is the opinion of the court that 
conditions at the city.dumping ground 
are not quite so bad as the affidavits 
of the complainants would seem to in- 
cate, and not quite so good as the 
affidavits of the defense would seem 
to indicate,” but the judge gave it as 
his opinion that the great growth of 
the city has made the present dump- 
ing ground inadequate for the health- 
ful disposition of night soil, garbage, 
and carcasses; and that the city ought 
to do away with the presence of hogs 
and dogs on the dumps and be ex- 
tremely careful to bury the carcasé#es 
so that no parts of them would bé 
left exposed; that it should cover the 
night soil carefully and use plenty of 
disinfectant, and begin to make ar- 
rangements at once to abandon the 
property within the specified time. 

Order Can He Modified. 

The court retains the jurisdiction of 
the case and reserves the right to 
modify the foregoing order as the 
occasion may demand. 

Judge Bell says that “there is con- 
siderable evidence of mismanagement, 
carelessness and neglect on the part 
of the city employees in dumping the 
night soil and burying the carcasses, 
but that while there is no doubt of such 
neglect and carelessness, it seems that 
the chief of the sanitary department 
has ro the very best that he could 
under the circumstances and conditions 
surrounding him,” the judge's opinion 
being that “the ground used is en- 
tirely too small to meet the demands 
of the city, even under the most care- 
ful management and the strictest reg- 
ulations. :

Brilliant Ceremonies 
Mark Opening Day. 


Visitors to Appalachian Expo- 
sition Welcomed by Mayor 
Heiskell and Governor Pat- 
terson---Exhibits Varied and 
of Wide Interest. 


Knoxville, Tenn., September 12.—The 
\ppalachian Exposition, in the prepa- 

tion of which Knoxvi.le and the 
1tire southern Appalachian region nas 
engaged for the past eleven 
months, was formally opened today. 
The exposition is complete in every 
particular, thus proving an exception 
among American expositions. 

The ceremonies of today have been 
brilliant in the extreme, including a 
magnificent street pageant this morn- 
ing, the formal opening exercises at 
the exposition grounds, when ad- 
dresees were made by Governor M. R. 
Patterson. Mayor 8S. G. Heiskell and 
President William J. Oliver, of the ex- 
position company. The exercises, at- 
tended by several thousand people, 
were brief but impressive. No extended 
speeches were made. President. Oliver 
introduced Mayor Heiskell, who wel- 
comed the governor and exposition 
visitors to the city. 

Patterson Welcomed Visitors. 

Governor Patterson was then intro- 
duced and formally welcomed the visi- 
tors on behalf of the state. He spoke 
of the great natural wealth of the 
southern Appalachian region and of 
the vast possibilities of further de- 
velopment that will be accelerated as a 
result of the Appalachian exposition. 
President Oliver briefly reviewed the 
history of the exposition movement and 
sold of how it had been received for 
the common uplift of the industrial and 
commercial south and for fostering the 
movement to conserve the forests and 
streams of the mountain regions of 
Tennessee, North and South Carolina, 
Virginia, West Virginia, Georgia, Ala- 
bama and Kentucky.

The formal opening was followed by 
the opening of the Midway Jungle, pre- 
senting forty-five amusement attrac- 
tions of high type. The running and 
trotting races for purses aggregating 
$10,000 for the week were jnaugurated 
this afternoon. The aviation tourna- 
ment, to continue dally during the 
thirty days of the exposition, was be- 
gun by the ascension of Strobel’s dir- 
igible balloon and Coleman's balloon 
and triple parachute leap. Brooks’ 
band, of Chicago, gave splendid con- 
certs this morning and this afternoon 
from the $20,000 marble band stand, 
erected as the permanent exhibit of 
the marble industry of Tennessee. The 
pyrotechnics tonight cost at least 
$3,000 and presented many pieces that 
were originally designed for the Brus- 
sels exposition, which was recently 
badly damaged by fire. A large num- 
ber of free attractions are being pre- 
sented at the exposition grounds, in- 
cluding high wire walking across the 
lakes, skating in mid-air and looping 
the loop without a loop.

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BAD PRACTICES 
~ AY THE BANKS 


Alleged by Comptroller 
of the Currency. 


Comptroller Murray, Address- 


ing Bank Supervisors, Says’ 
Results Under Banking Laws| 


Are Unsatisfactory---Dishon- 
est Promoters Are Attacked. 


Washington, September 12,—Ad- 
dressing the bank supervisors of the 
twenty-five states who gathered in 
convention here today, Lawrence O. 
Murray, comptroller of the currency, de- 
clared that the results under the bank- 
ing laws of this country were in a 
large measure unsatisfactory. The 
reason he did not attempt to explain, 
though he intimated the fault might 
be in a weak administration of the 
law. 

In proposing a working cooperation 
between the national banking system 
and the state supervisors, the comp- 
troller mentioned some practices which 
he consideerd highly objectionable. 

$26,000,000 in Overdratfts. 


The June call for condition of na- 
tiona] banks showed $26,000,000 in 
overdrafts, he said, and there is no 
Statute which allows his office to con- 
trol such a condition. There are some 
State laws prohibiting overdrafts, and 
he urged cooperation to supervisors 
on that point. 

Weak banks should be forced into 
liquidation, Mr, Murray declared. and 
he said he would use every power con- 
ferred on his office to force unsteady 
institutions to discontinue business be- 
fore they fail. He asked the state 
Officials to urge such practice in their 
home territory. Bank promoters he 
condemned in unmistakable terms. A 
list of them is kept in the comptrol- 
ler’s office, and he promised state of- 
ficilals it would be available for their 
use in investigation of applications. In 
turn, he proposed that the state super- 
vistors should furnish to the nationa. 
System the names of men who had been 
driven out of the state banks. 

Applications Refused. 

During the last eighteen months the 
comptroller said, he had refused one 
hundred and eight applications to form 
national banks, because the men be- 
kind them had been found incempe- 
tent, or dishonest; that there was not 
enough business to make the proposed 


institutions profitable, or that the ap- 


plicants were speculators or men with- 
out standing in their communities. 
Weak banks and failures, said Mr. 
Murray, almost always come 
banks which should never have been 
chartered.

The crack of Robin Cooper's pistol; when it M@uffed out the 
life of E. W. Carmack, was the signal for the beginning of a drama 
with a state for its stage that has rarely been equalled in this coun- 
try for curious features or for the human interest appeal. 

On through the trial of Duncan Cooper, and the young Robin 
Cooper, interest and antagonism intensified, with factions lining up 
in a new bitterness when the elder man escaped a life of penal servi- 
tude through the leniency of Patterson. 

Following fast on the heels of this bomb-shell, came the bolt 
from the regular democratic convention, registering a protest on 
part of allied democrats and repubticans against what was alleged 
tc be Patterson’s attempt to coerce the judiciary'in its handling of 
the Cooper case. The result of that election is recent and well 
known. The “regular” or Patterson judicial ticket was beaten, and 
the “independent” or republican-democratic coalition elected judges 
of its own choice. 

Next came Patterson’s announcement of his candidacy for re- 
election, his avowed purpose being to seek indorsement at the polls, 
with a not indifferent eye upon the United States senatorship. 


the democrats and admonished by President Taft, put out Ben W. 
Hooper ag nominee for governor to oppose Patterson. With the 
springing of this move Patterson and his friends sounded the tocsin 


and dictation from a republican president, and urged with typical 
partisan fervor that democrats forget their differences and rally to 
the redemption of democratic Tennessee. 

The appeal seems to have fallen on deaf ears, or at least disap- 
proval of Patterson has become stronger than the one-time magic 
cry of “party regularity.” At any rate, Hooper’s canvass went for- 
ward by leaps and bounds, and the candidacy of Governor Patterson 
met with indifferent response. 

. Then came the voluntary withdrawal of Patterson, set forth in 


an ostentatiously-phrased document in which he states his action is 
taken in the interests of party harmony, that Tennessee may be 
saved from republicanism, and that a leader upon whom all demo- 
crats may unite can be named. 

It is curious to observe how the influential papers of Tennessee 
accept the governor’s statements. The following few head-lines, 
taken at random, are interesting not only as indicating the violent 
status of Tennessee politics, but as well the extremes of partisan- 
ship. 

The Chattanooga Times declares that he “has taken the most 
effective course open to him of justifying the admiration of his 
friends, confounding his personal enemies and of restoring harmony, 
hope and confidence to his party.” 

The Memphis Commercial Appeal greets him as the “ablest man 
occupying the governor’s chair since the war,’ and pleads now for 
absence of factionalism and the “leadership of strong men and big 
men, broad enough to see the right, and brave enough to fight for it.” 

The Nashville American characterizes the governor’s withdrawal 
as “prompted solely by patriotism of unprecedented character.” 

[Ina keynote anything but mealy-mouthed, The Nashville Tennes- 
sean, declares in its head-lines, “Patterson, utterly discredited by the 
people, withdraws from gubernatorial race.” And further, “too cow- 
ardly to face his finish, he quits race.” 

Such are the varying phases of an intensely dramatic political 
situation, as seen by hastile partisans. The distant reader, unfamiliar 
with the baffling intricacies of Tennessee politics, is at liberty to 
draw his own conclusions.

Club.

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Wakefield, R. IL, September 12.— 


‘Probably gullty of maintaining a 
“gambling nuisance’ and a gambling 
place were the findings of the district 
court today in the case of William H. 
Arnold, proprietor of the fashionable 
Narragangett Club, which was raided 
on August 6, when several prominent 
New York and Philadelphia society peo- 
ple were present. Arnold was held in 
$1,000 on the first count and $2,000 on 
the second count for the November 
term of the grand jury. Bonds were 
furnished and Arnold was released. 

A literary flavor was given the case 
when Professor Brander Matthews, of 
the English department of Columbia 
university, one of the witnesses for 
the prosecution, testified that in his 
opinion the club was a “joint.” “A 
joint,” he explained, “is a place where 
men and women, either drunk or sober, 
are steered into to lose their money.” 
Robert F. Bohien, prominent in Phila- 
deiphia society circles, who had been 
summoned to attend the hearing, did 
not appear and the prosecution, con- 
ducted by Nathan Ww. Little- 
field and William M. Ivins, 
of New York, asked for a_ writ 
of arrest, which was finally granted. 
The papers have not yet been served. 

When the cases growing out of the 
raid by Constable John G. Criss came 
up Criss took the stand and told the 
story of the raid. 

He designated the lavishly furnish- 
ed club room as “a gambling house.” 
He told of remaining ip the place from 
midnight August 6 until 9 a.¢m. the 
next day in order to make the raid. 
When he appeared about thirty per- 
sons, half of whom were women, were 
in the place, he said. The constable 
testified that he demanded names, but 
all gave fictitious names. He testified 
that he saw three roulette wheels, a 
faro “layout” and a lot of chips. At 
the same time a so-called “game of 
hazard,” declared by the witne®s to be 
a “fashionable name for craps,” was 
going on. Mr. Criss produced in court 
a jot of poker chips, scofe cards, rou- 
lette balls and other gambling para- 
phernalia, which he said he seized in 
the club rooms. 

Constable Criss said that efforts 
had been made to induce him to cease 
the prosecution of the cases.

SIXTH VANDY CUP RACE 
TO BE HELD SOON 


Many of Best Cars and Most 
Fearless Drivers Have 
Been Entered. 


Every person in America, Europe and many 
ether parts of the world who possess almost hu- 
man intelligence has heard of the Vanderbilt Cup 
race. There are thousands who cannot name 4n- 
other big automobile event, but know of the 
Vanderbilt Cup. It is America’s famous classic— 
the one race in which the whole genera! public 
throughout the country takes, unlimited interest 
and whose prestige is bigger than any other ten 
road or motordrome races combined. 

In 1904 William K. Vanderbilt, Jr., America’s 
nioneer motor enthusiast, promoted by a desire 
to give America a new form of sport and inei- 
dentally to give manufacturers an opportunity to 
improve the breed of cars, offered a trophy to 
be contested for in a race of from 250 to 300 
miles on a road course. 

As many motor enthusiasts will recall, the first 
contest took place October 8, 1904, on a circuit 
in Nassau county with 16 contestants starting. 
These were composed of teams representing the 
United States, France, Germany and Italy. It 
was won by George Heath, driving a 90-horse 
power Panhard car. 

Wher the second Vanderbilt was run, the next 
autumn. an elimination race was necessary in 
order to select an American team, Bert Dingley 
being the winner of the trial. When the final 
was reeled off five cars each represented America, 


France and Italy, while Germany had ‘but four. 
A second triumph was scored for France by Hem- 
ery in a Darracq, when he drove in a winner et 
an average speed of 61% miles an hour 

France scored its third triumph in the Vander- 
bilt race in 1906. The exciting finish, with its 
battle between Lancia, in the Fiat, and Wagner, 
in a Darracq, will never be forgotten by the thou- 
sands who witnessed it. In the tenth and last 
Wagner took the lead, only to meet with tire 
troubles a coulple of minutes later. Down the 
stretch came Lancia, 
first to finish the distance. Wagner, however, 
was going again, and as he had started several 
minutes behind Lancia still nad a chance to win 
in elapsed time. 
cross the tape before it was too late. He did— / 
in a whirlwind finish, too! Wagner’s speed was 
about 63 miles an hour for the 297 miles. 

There was no cup race in 1907, the fourth tak- 
ing place on October 24, 1908, with drivers com- 
peting as individuals and not as teams. The big! 
memoriable feature of this contest was, that for) 
the first time 
back to America and it was George Robertson 
in the 90-horse power Locomobile who turned the 
trick. The Locomobile’s average speed was 64.3 
miles an hour, the fastest ever made in a 
cup race. 

The fifth Vanderbilt race saw Harry F. Grant 
come out the victor in his six-cylinder Alco, 
vinning in a field of 15 starters. Grant covered 
the 22 laps or 278.08 miles at an average of 
62.8 miles an hour, slightly slower than Rob- 
ertson’s record the previcus year. 

Although the race was a fast one, it was 
noticed b¥ everyone that the contest, starting as 
it did at 9 a. m., did not furnish as impres- 
sive and clamorous a spectacle as the former 
races which began at daybreak. For this reason 
this secson’s event will return to the old custom 
of starting around 5 a. m. and with a larger 
field of contenders than ever before, including 
some of the fastest cars that have ever been 
bullt, and many of the foremost drivers, this au- 
tumn’s contest should prove the most Ynteresting 
cup race ever run.

Paso and South- 
western Company, which has a traffic 
agreement through a subsidiary com- 
pany with the Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific railroad, to which the min- 
ing companies contribute a large 
amount of freight traffic. The relin- 
quishment of Rock Island holdings by 
the bankers for the Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific give the transactior. 
euch significance toward the larger 
railroad policies of the country, and 
that of a negative rather than a posi- 
tive character. 

More effect was produced on the 
day’s stock market by the inferences 
drawn by the professional trading ele- 
ment from the power of resistance to 
unfavorable factors shown by last 
week’s market. Politics was believei 
to have lost its power for harm, for 
the present. Little fear is now enter- 
tained that the money market will be 
subjected to stringent conditions this 
autumin. Western banking advices 
point to improvement in the position 
there and the rapid movement of grain 
to market is a relieving factor. The 
effect is decernible in an inquiry in 
mercantike lines.

WHEAT STRONGER; 


FIRM AT THE CLOSE 


Northwestern Receipts Lighter 
Than a Year Ago---Corn 


Also Higher. 


Chicago, September 12.—Indications 
today pointed to an oversold condition 
in the wheat market. Prices were 
considerably more responsive to 
strengthening than to depressing in- 
fluences. A firm tone prevailed at the

day night, Oats up % to % to X%c, and 
hog products varying fiom 20 cents 
gain to 2c losa. 

To partisans of an upward turn for 
wheat, the most significant fact was 
thet northwestern receipts today were 
less than one-third as large as a year 
ago. Despite the light run in that 
direction, arrivals elsewhere brought 
primary receipts, as a whole, however, 
up to nearly the same figures as 
twelve months previous. Apparenily 
the trade believed that the heavy 
world’s shipments’ announced today 
had been sufficiently disevunted as 
the result of forecasts last week. It 
was enough for the bulls particularly 
that the Liverpool market was not 
only unaffected, but actually closed at 
an advance, the explanation being that 
the bulk of the huge si pplies were 
headed for the European continent and 
not for the United Kingdom.
